The woman sued the company not 
merely for her change, but the con- 
ductor's slander. 
Justice 
Stover 


ruled that the company was not re- 
sponsible for the language of the con- 
ductor and directed a verdict for the 
30 cents chaage.', Now tho court of ap- 
peals has sent the ease back for a new 
trial, declaring that the carrier is res- 
ponsible not only for the safe carriage 
and deisvery of the passenger but for 
his respectful treatment also, and that 
tne company Is answerable lor in- 
sulting language by its servants as 
well as for their negligence or other 
misconduct. The decision imposes- a 
heavy responsibility- on the great 
street car ec^panJCR. bat at tS«r~8arae 
time it affords *' guaranty for civil 
treatment that passengers never had 
before.

over and above the original option of 
1125,000.

In the ordinary road wbeei until some 
time after the introduction of the bicy* 
c!e, Tbe first of the aid bone shakers 
bad good, strong, iron bound wheels, 
warranted to lespond to every little 
bump and hollow in the road most 
conscientiously. These soon gave way 
to the solid india rubber tire, which 
bud its little dny and w« a very de- 
cided improvement npon everything 
that bud gone before tt. Solid India 
rubber, bow ever, could prove no match 
for a lire of compressed nlr, and In tbe 
achievement of tbe pneumatic periph- 
ery with ball bearings it looks at 
present us though the long emirs* of 
wheel development that began In the 
dim and dreamt past may surelj have 
come to an end.— London Standard.

Lake Man- 
asarowar, one of the sacred lakes of 
Tibet, is between 15,000 and 20,000 
feet above the level of the sea, and if 
this is so, it is undoubtedly the loftiest 
in the world. 


Two other Tibetan lakes, those of 


Cnatamoo and Surakol, are said to be 
17,000 and 15,400 feet in altitude, res 
pcctivelj-.

TEST THE SEED CORN. 


Choice E*rm Worth More Than Amy 


One Acio For Them. 


By C. Q. WILLIAMS, Ohio Agricultural 


Experiment Station. 


Of seed core tested -choice ears sent 


to the station in the pink of condition 
[supposedly so until the kernels were 
examined) showed as low as 80 per 
cent germinated. 


It is quite probable that tbe low tem- 


perature of the early winter, coming 
while £ernels and cob yet contained 
much moisture, ia responsible for this 
btate of affaire. 


A convenient way to test cotti is oe- 


tweenr sheets of moist paper or clotb 
placed in a box of suitable size. Sev- 
;ral lots may be tested, at once and 
examined much more easily nnd quick- 
y than when planted in sand. Simply 


p tb» paper moist and wbere tbe 


leuiperature does not fall below 5& de- 
grees. It should all geminate itt from 
tour to eight days, depending upou tbe 
sort of corn weather ftntnisaed. 


Handled IB tubs waj, it is possible to 


examine it daily and note tbe progress 
of germination. 


Tiiere are different degrees of vital- 


ity in corn that will germinate. Many 
of tbe weak, spindling btalks which pro- 
duce. a small nubbin, or nothing at all, 
spring n-om seed of barely enough vi- 
tality to get tbe plant above the ground. 
Seed that will grow fairly well when 
conditions are favorable at seeding 
time will rot if cold, damp weather 
happens to prevail, 


If possible use only such seed as has 


large, bright looking germs. Wrinkled 
and dull colored germs have likely 
been injured by freezing. Plumpness 
at the tip is an evidence of vitality. 
Thin, shrunken kernels having sharp 
pointed tips should be rejected, as -well 
as those having an excess of soft white 
starch at either crow» or tip. Choice 
seed corn is worth much more than 
nny one thinks of asking for it. Poor 
seed should be classed with tbe lux- 
uries (?) which no corn farmer can af- 
ford.

EHensburg, Wajh in reclaiming alkali 
land proves that it can be done by nn- 
derdrainage and subsequent irrigation 
He b/s tried mole drnina and box 
drains two to two and a half feet deep, 
also box drains four and a half feet 
deep. His draining was done system- 
atically, but experimentally, and was 
continued o^er a field of seventy-two 
acres In a random way. He discarded 
the shallow system of draining early 
in tbe work and adopted four and a 
half feet as the minimum depth at 
which drains should bo placed. He is 
now of tbe opinion that five feet is 
preferable. He irrigated liberally, and 
by subsoillng turned the surface soil 
down as deeply as possible and irrigat- 
ed again.
